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They said it would never last-“Rock 'n' Roll!-son you got rocks in your head if 
you think that’s a living-give it six months and you’ll all wish you’d learnt an 
honest trade..!’ 

... 1975. In the dim light of the control room you look down to where the 
musicians sit hunched over their instruments, waiting for the magic corm 
mand that will give them life. Drums, stuffed with cushions and plastered 
with cotton and sticky tape to deaden the sound. Guitars attached to rows 
of little boxes which will bend, distort and manipulate each note into the 
sounds of the 70’s.The massive, 24 track tape machine whirls and it's 
reel of two inch wide polyester glides past the recording heads. A little 
red light flashes on and the producer leans into the talkback to 
announce that this is a Take! 
MIKE BERRY, just barely discernable in the man-made twilight of the 
studio, removes one of his earphones and sings into the microphone: 
“Rave on...it's a crazy feeling..!' The voice is unmistakably reminis¬ 
cent of Buddy Holly with it's throaty resonance and rhythmical 
hiccoughs that sent teenage watchers of American Bandstand into 
a frenzy almost twenty years ago. 
Mike Berry, who over a decade before, had stood on set to watch 
those young rebels,The Beatles and The Rolling Stones, make 
their first T.V.appearances...Mike Berry, who as a young rebel 
himself, was chosen to sing alongside Holly's very own backing 
group, the mighty CRICKETS, on their first solo British tour. 
...1961. A sitting room over a shop in Holloway Road, North 
East London.The recording studio of one Joe Meek...already 
one of Britain’s first and foremost independent exponents 
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of the electronic art. A room knee deep in quarter inch tape and leads strung 
together with bits of adhesive, copper wire showing through one makeshift 
connection after another. It was in this unimpressive bedsitter that many of the 
biggest hits of the early sixties were born, paving the way for the British pop 
invasion that was to take the world by storm and establish the new Empire. 

It was here that John Leyton,The Tornadoes, Ritchie Blackmore, Heinz, Cliff 
Bennett,Tom Jones,The Outlaws and so many others made their first con¬ 
tribution to the scene that led to, among other things, Queen Elizabeth 
awarding OBE’s to four callow Liverpool youths who made social, as well 
as musical history. 

Once again, the singer is MIKE BERRY. The musicians who accompany 
him, a group of London lads who Meek has given the name ‘The Outlaws' 
and whom he also referred to as amongst the best musicians in 
England! What’s the connection... 

One looks closer now at the guys in the studio a decade and a half later. 

Chas Hodges, Billy Kuy, Ken Lundgren ...the original 'Outlaws'!...to¬ 
gether again for a nostalgic remake of Mike’s classic hit “Tribute To 
Buddy Holly,’’ recreating what took place when rock was young, and 
reshaping what helped to start it all in the first place. 

So it is, by a series of happy coincidences, that some of thete great 
innovators of early British Rock are back on the recording scene 
once more, older, but even wiser in the ways of rock and roll. 

Even the producer, Miki Dallon, was once an Outlaw, pounding 
the piano with a fury that had few equals at the time. 

That this reunion was a happy one is borne out by the music on 
s record.
